Salvage. 

The  collection  of  salvage  has  continued  steadily  throughout  the 
year,  the  total  collected,  whilst  being  satisfactory,  is  lower  than 
previous  years,  the  total  value  being  £403  Os.  Od. 


House  Refuse  Collection. 

The  collection  of  refuse  from  householders  and  Military  billets 
has  been  made  regularly  each  week  throughout  the  year. 

Difficulty  was  encountered  in  the  Disposal  of  the  Refuse,  and 
complaints  from  the  inhabitants  in  the  Wyndham  Park  area  arc 
received  regularly. 

The  repair  and  bringing  into  service  of  the  refuse  destructor  is 
one  of  the  major  points  requiring  attention. 

Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  question  of  sewerage  is  another  major  point  which  should 
receive  the  Council’s  attention,  and  some  form  of  storm  water  over- 
flow to  a special  system  of  storm  water  sewers  should  be  instituted. 


SECTION  D.— HOUSING. 

This  question,  like  most  other  districts,  is  the  most  serious 
question  in  the  district,  and  a serious  housing  shortage  now  faces 
this  district.  I agree  \\’ith  the  estimate  that  the  minimum  number 
of  houses  which  should  be  provided  is  250. 

A number  of  existing  houses  in  the  Town  should  be  dealt  with 
as  clearance  areas,  and  this  problem  should  be  faced  when  pro- 
vision of  new  houses  makes  this  possible.
